My. Henry Viacent's Lecture at the Acsdemy of
Wunie Lart Evening —With Bomas Ascount
¢f o Lecturer's Eventiul Carear,

Lt evoning, Mr. Henry Vincent, the English
Reforoer, and a «teadfnst friend of the United
Biates, wade his frst appearance before a Phila-
Wolpbis audience. The Academy was falrly
#lied: and the audience, in point of intelligence,
wis one of the finest which we ever remember
10 have seen,

The speaker being compuratively unknown in
thi® country, we deom the present oceaslon an
epportune one for giving the public some ne
count of his career.

The Career of Henrvy Vincent.

ir. Vinoent was the son of o silveramith, and
wae born in London about the year 1816,
Being left an orphan at the age of fourteen, he
wis then apprenticed to a printer in the town
of Hull, remaining with bim until he attained
his majority. In his early boyhood he imbibed
the moet radical sentiments, and wt fifteen was
a member of the council of the Hull Political
Union. Hig apprenticeship over, he returned
» London with his mother, and became at once
& lender in all the reformatory and philan-
shrople movements which were al that time agi-
%ating the country. He brought to the cause of
reform an untirlog zeal, and, sbove all, & most
persnnsive siyle ol eloquence, At the time of
she greal Churlist demoupstration in 1836, he
wase found in the leading ranks, This was the
wopardonnble sin for which he was arrested,
thrown into prison, nud there detained until
1841, The attention of Parlinment wis at last
drawn to his ocase by Bergeant Talfourd, then
Attoroey-Genernl of England, The debate
which followed resulted in the Queen's being
wlyieed to grant him a (ull pardon,

Mr. Vincent came forth from his prison walls
to tmd himseellf an Idol of the English people.
Before bis release from imprisonment, he had
been proposed as a candidate for Parliament
from the town of Banbury., To the electors of
ihis borongh he addressed an eloguent circular,
dated “Oakham Gaol, Butlandshire, November
21, 1840, 1 which we find the following aen-
b LuQea—

“Countrymen, 1 write in o prison. Day after
day my body diags upon the same monotonous
career; but my mind scornfully dedes the poser
of the tyrant, and pleasingly speculates upon
principles which will yet shake our crazy and
wnigoitous eystem of government to pleges,
Every honr of my imprisooment fortifies my
mind for further action; and whenever it pleises
the Almighty to restore me to liberty, no oxor-
tion sball be wanting on my part to open the
eist-e of the ignoraut and delnded, to Improve
the vicions and the dronken, to rouse the apa-
thetie, and confirm and glve confidence to the
enthusingt, and to join cordially with the wise
and pood who are resolved upon making a
grapd, persevering, and peacelul struggle for a
real representative government, the paramount
object of whico shall be to ditfuse amongst all
clatees of the peopls the greatest attiinable
amount of buman huppiness,”

This address has been the key-note to his sub
sequent carcer, As a malter of comse, he was
defeated as a candidate for Parlinment; meeting
with the same fale when he subsequently stood
for York, Ipswich, and Tavisteok. But wom
the moment of his first defeat he has been un-
tiring and unceasing in bis eflorts to stir the
bearts of the BEunglish people in the canse of
enlightened reform. His mediom of communni-
ention with the people has been the same
which he has adopted in this country—tha!
of public lectures; and it is saldl that
there ls scarcely a hamlet in the three kiny.
doms where he hag not spoken at least once
during the twenty-tive vears which have elapzed
gnce his release from imprisonment, His greas
colaborer in this special work has been George
Dawson, of Birminebam; aud these two have,
for a gquarter of a century, stood at the head of
popular English lecturers. And during all this
#ime he has labored stealily in forwarding all
he measures ol the extreme Liberal party,
enjoying the friendship and co-operation of
such sterling reformers as Cobden, Bright,
Joseph Hume, and 8ir Joshua Walmsley,

I addition to &ll this, lie hos taken w leadiog
part i securing the repeal of the Eoglish Corn
inws; in aiding the Huongnvian and Tialian
Revolotions; in forwarding the objects of the
Peace Congresses of Pavis, Brussels, Frankfort
and Manchester; in endeavoring to interest the
working classes in the great World's Exhibition,
having been & member of the Bishop of Oxford's
Commiitee for that purpose; in opposing the
Crimean war; and, finally, in advocating the
cante of the North in the great conflict of our
own country. In this last cause he 18 said 1o
have delivered at lenst two hundred lectures in
different parts of the United Kingdom,

Having determin ed o visit the United Slates,
with whose institutions and fature career he Is
in thorough sympnthy, he made his project
known to John Bright, abd received from that
gontleman a letter dated July 19, 1866, fa which
we find the following passnges:

“After the warm Interést you have taken in
the restoration of the Union, you will delight to
see the work Im process of completion, and |
doubt pot you will find many persons to whom
your name and labors are well known. 1 hope
you will come back - full of kuowledge on this
grent question, so that you may employ your
great powers of :pecch in making Eogland un-
derstand what Euoglishmen mm Ameres bave
dope to make instruoctiou wns apiversal as air
aund water are.”

On the evenlng of Noveaiber 10, Mr. Viacent
pade hie first appearance hejore s New York
sudience, lecturing In the Cooper lustitute o a
large and enthuslastic assembloge,

Mr. Vincent's Lecture Last Eveunlung.

At the appoluted hour last evening My, Vin-
vent appeared at the Academy of Music, and
was approprivtely lntroduced by Colonel Johu
W, Forney. Throughout the address which
followed, the speaker was repeatedly interrupted
by applause, which at times was fairly eathusi-
mstic, Kspecially when be referred to the
martyred Liucolp, his hearers were  deiply
affected, and more thon one bandkerchiel was
brought into requizition. Mr, Vincent's nddrees
was substantially as follows:;—

was looked upon aa an indica-

tion of the dealine of our pational powers; but
whars there were » fow who defep Agierion
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more important (han himsell—such rd Cobden,
Bright, and oihers These men, in the darkest
night of Wogland's herosy on this groal ques

tien, were heard to utter a language of pro-
phegy which had been prastically realized by
the glorious sucoess of this noble country. He
did nol wonder at the question, “'‘How 151t that
the Enpglish nation appears to look eoldly npon
thie great confliet In Amerien between rlavery
and freedom, between freedom snd anarchy,
between those great principles which have been
conflicting with more or distinctness since
man became partinlly educatod, und the Chris
tian reliewon exercined n wider influence over
the nations of the world

The speaker was not bere to satisfactoril
answor this guestion, but he wonld show that i
was but mmtaﬂr Hiuglration of the fact that there
exist on the earth two distincl camps, Lhe
members of which way not all_adopt the =ame
creed or the same opinion, In one camp are
the onemies ol progress, the defenders of
superstition, the apologists of tyranny, those
wlo, with a certaln athelstiepl regard of tne
Providential governmeni of the world by God,
have po fafth in Providence, and an intense fear
of the people. In the other camp are Lhe men
of falth, ol genlive, of progreesive thought, who
beliewe 10 elvilization, and are the champlons o!
Liberty. It had been the desting of Americn
not only to strapgle unarchy and overthrow
slavery in her own land, but to hght the beacon
fires of freedom, and give new hope to the
friends of liberty throughont the world,

At the inception of the Rebellion England
was placed in peculiar circumstances. In the
firat place the repeal of the Corn Laws in 1846
hnd been effocted, and an intenso faith in mate-
rial things—n beliel in good wages, good pro-
fits, large exports, great imporis—was spread
avroad, These pre somelimes pluced too much
in the way of those spiritual, moral, and intel-
lectual cousiderations which conslitute the
true torces by which patriotic nations are upheld
and sirengthened, A pohitical faiih was thus
engendered, the more difficult to master
becanee of the military passions evoked dur-
ing the Russian war. Not a lew good men,
however, believed as Lord Chathum did in tae
prent Revolutionary strugele, and advocated
the policy “of non-intervention,” which would
give other natlons the sume rieghte which Eng-
land ¢lmmed for herseif,

There were difiiculties ia questions of home
policy; yet the upper cli<ses believed the time
was approiching when workingmen would de.
wand n more extended franchise, that wouid
overthrow the remnant of that feudal monopoly
by which the aristocracy ot Kngland has hitherto
been npheld, In this state of things there wepe
three parties:—First, there was the old Tory
party of the blessed days of George the '[lhir\t
which believed in whe Divine right of kings,
from which cancession after concession has been
wrung by public opinion. They said slavecy
would destroy America, and 0 it wounld
had npot Americans destroyed slavery, The
second was the old Whig party, which etill poe-
seesed much power in Eneland, which was re-
sowneld s= resisting the Btuart family. This
party wis neutral during the war, thal is, were
enenles of America, Yet some eminent men
wmong them, like Lord Argyll, looked hopetully
on the inture ol this country. Then, third,
there was the Radical party, of which the
speaker was a member, Yot thia pariy con-
tuined some crotchety, cantankcrous men, like
Mr. Roebuek, who were a kind of vinegar cruet
on two legs, With the exception of such
men, almost all of that party stoad on
the Northern side,  They believed a great pohiti-
cal reaction was designed to be eflected throngh
the Robeliwon, Men like Lord Derby and Dis-
ineli wele oo wise (o prophesy ngalust Ameriea,
while all othess of their party were speaking
acalnst the want of monarchical cohesion in a
republiec.  The understrata of those parties,
especislly the dilfettants, drawing-room, dandy-
ticd nolles, went down to mechanies institatas
in the country to <peak on the snntomy of the fiy,
or the gpots on the wivgs of u butterfly, which
they always declared ro be legitimate qne stions,
which would ot wjure the working clusses,
At the elose of their philosophie lucubrations,
however, they generally wound up in tals style:
‘Gentlemen, there's another question to which
Lmust atiude before 1 take my leave of this
awdience, and that question is the horrible state
ou the other side of the Atluntic, and I trost,
gentlemen, that that stato of things will be
warning to you all, not to put your contidence in
democratic Inaiitutions, acd uot to pelleve in

ople who have risen lrom the ranks, and who
[:n'-’ not hid these advantages, these disdn-
guished advantnges, such nd we pos-
segsed,”

There, continned Mr,Vinceot, were soon found
to be a subtle kind of men, who were cm-'!ungcr-
ing a war between Ameriva and England, Eog-
land is a slow country, and she Is not waring in
power, There is life in the old dog yet, English-
men dislike agitation, and they geperally dislike
the last new thing—except it be 4 thing created
by themeclves, The Queen wae not to blame;
913:0 was inclined in the direction of American
prosperity, as also bad been Prince Albert, But
monarchical power is stronger than the throne
in England, The newsof Northern successes
brouglt ayound the feelivgs of many. In o meet-
g recently beld at Hyde Park, which was ad-
dregced by John Bright, he had :een thousands
marching and singing the American hymn, *John
Brown's body lies mouldering in the ground* It
was said that Americans did not mean to destroy
slavery, and Rossell had said 1hat the North was
fighting for dominion, sud the South for inde-
pendence, He had always been an abolitionist;
and when the glorions flag was tired upon at
Fort Sumiter, he hnd smd, **Slavery is dead and

une forever,” There had always been great
guoranee of the true issues of the struggle
England.

Another question was propounded, whether a
republic had a right to conserve lwself, an arzo
ment which was used differently by England
when treating the cases of Ireland, Oanada, or
Cape of Good Hope, Many believed the contest
here was o strogele between North America
und South Amerien, Ignorance was an impor -
ant ully of the Tory clusses in their efforts ar-alust
thi¢ country, The apeaker guve some amusing
illustrations of the prejudices against Amerieans
n England, and ot our ldens of Eogland, asud
then alluded to the London Standard, which
bad g==salled Awmerica especlally through the
bighfalutin letters of “Maohatian,” whom the
lecturer siterwards found to be a Yankee,
though by the stupidity he evineed he had sup-
posed him to be an Englishman, But the
journal that was at the bhead and front ot
the great effort against Ameriea was the
powerful Zinies uewspaper. He wae glad thut
the proprietor of that paper, Mr, Wa 'ter, wus
now in Ameries, and boped he would fudge (or
himself how hls cortespondents had misropre-
senled this country. It had a circulation of
glxty thousand asily, cleculuted in the upper
closses, and exercised sreut influence, [t organ-
fred In Liverpool and éisewhere the means of
imjuring Americs, and yossels were r-q"n'.p'}&‘. on

the high sear Yo be sent aguinst her, The cotton
loan was writlen up az one of rare sdvantapes,
but this must have been an imaginary thiog,
bused on lmaginury bales of coltom, supported
by cobwebs, which the loydal swords of the North
had brushed sway, for mobody could now be
found who mvesied in that losu, or who kneaw
a1y body that did, They now bpelieve the Ala-
baina clalms are 1o be settled by a peaceful com-
mission, and thet Americans, as conguerors,
were bound $o acko wledge the valldity of the
cotton loau—that is, il they bad any hooor in
them, which coula *“’ardly be expected from
Yankees!” Blockade roaners were at first ic
high glee, but were rubtber sorry alter thewr
pargocs and vassels were seized,

Mr. Vincent then spoke cloquently of the
Englishmen who were staunch fFiends of Ame-
rica d the war, mentioniog Richerd Cob-
den, John Bright, Milner Gibson, Charles Glb-
bons, Goldwin Smith, Professor Omuns, John
Stuart MY, and others., Amovg the mmd}g
newspapers were the Daily News,

have

then predicted that anarchy would imane; but
the machinery of governmant =t moved quictl
on. Toe working classes of Yorkihire ap
Lanonshire, when they learned that this was a
struggle aenlost glavery, In the fice of starva-
tion, vpheld the Northern cause. Yet the Lon-
don Times had prophesied disaster sontinually
to the Federal republic, Itspoke of the retreat
of Sherman 1o Bavannsh and Charleston —and

rophesied that Lincoln would not be re-alectod,

ts militery criticlsms weré rebuked by the
Miibary and Naval Glasetle. Through ite teach-
ingrs every one was talking of "‘they're drawing
ham irom his base "—while alluding to Sher-
man's victorlous march, 1t wias & species of
lunacy which was eanght from the Times news-
paper—the paper which made Amencan rivers
reveree the law of gravity, and whioh would
bave been pronounced by the professor of so
seylum sz a deaperate case, ¢ upeaker
-afd the darkest day he ever expereuced wis
when the death of Abraham Lincoln was com-
municated Lo bim; and he touchingly described
an audiepce he wne to address, but whom he
found bathed in tears, Il was & credit to old
England that, from the Queen down to the
humblest subject, all expressed their sincere dis-
trees at so shockit g an occurrence; and he
fild there never, in his opinion, hived a man
who wne more worthy of a nation's tears, nnd
whose pame was more wotthy to be inseribed
in the temple of fame, than the martyred, hal-
lowed chief, Abraham Lincoln. He thought
England wounld wipe out the stain left on the
British escutcheon by the Algbama that had
left British waters, but large portions couid not
ewing speedily around the circle. He was glad
America had vindicated herself, and eloquently
urged the people on in their great work, not
only for the future destinies of this country, but
tor its effect also on Italy, 'Prussia, France,
England, Switzerland, and other Buropean
couniries.
